Proud of the wonderful endurance, bravery And achievements of 
their soldiers, and rejoicing in the great victory of righteousness and 
liberty which they, by their heroic self-sacrifice, won for the world, 
the people of all the Allied countries in the Great War were anxious 
not merely to do honor to their glorious dead, but to erect Memorials 
which would for all time create a lasting‘impression on the minds of 
future generations and remain a permanent influence, a national tra- 
dition of the highest patriotism. 
Many were the suggestions advanced as to the form of such a 
National Memorial, arti noble in conception as many of these sug- 
gestions were, the one conceived and carried out by the British Gov- 
ernment of bringing the mortal remains of one of the many thou- 
sands of unidentified British soldiers home to England and interring 
the body with all the solemn grandeur and impressive services 
usually reserved for sovereigns and great statesmen in the historic 
Westminster Abbey, was admittedly the finest. 
Here lies Britain’s “Unknown Soldier’ surrounded by kings 
and queens, the Empire’s greatest statesmen, admiral and generals, 
authors, poets and painters, and of all the shrines to be visited with 
reverence and awe throughout the centuries to come, none: will 
_ command greater attention and respect than this tomb of an “Un- 
known Soldier” who gave his life in the Great War in order that 
liberty should not perish in the world, and that millions as yet un- 
born should not be called upon to pass’ through the horrors and 
sufferings of war. 

This “UnknoWn Soldier” rests in peace in Westminster Abbey, 
and at his tomb flowers are laid and reverence given, as the repre- 
sentative of all. the hundreds of thousands of British~soldiers, the 
privates jn the ranks, through whose steadfastness and self-sacrifice 
the Empire lives today and its citizens enjoy the blessings of free- 
dom and personal liberty. Britain’s “Unknown Soldier” is repre- 
sentative of that spirit which built the Empire and made it what it 
istoday. But he is representative of something even greater, finer 
and nobler, namely, that which i is the expression. of the greatest of all 

- love, the layin down of one’s life for another. 

So univer$al has the acceptance been that the British conception 

of paying honor and tribute to an “Unknown Soldier” constitutes 
the finest of all Memorials, that it has been followed in France, Italy 
and the United States. It has now been suggested that Canada 
should do likewise, and that the remains of some one of the many 
Canadian soldiers*lying unidentified in graves in France and Flan- 
ders should bé brought to Canada in all honor on a Canadian war- 
ship and buried with fitting ceremonies, and in a fitting tomb, in the 
capital city of the Dominion. 
There should be no hesitation in acting upon the suggestion. 
In no part of the world did the manhood of any country respond 
more. quickly and splendidly to the call to service than in Canada. 
The youth of this Dominion did not stop to count the cost, but will- 
ingly offered, their all in,defence of home and country’ and for the 
maintenance of national honor and the continuance of human liberty. 
Canada gave over-600,000 soldiers to the armies of the Empire, and 
one out of évery ten rests in a grave across the seas., We cannot 
bring them all back, but as: Lieutenant-Governor Newlands of Sas- 
katchewan says in endorsing the suggestion, we can, and should, 
bring a representative. 

Canadians from coast to coast desire to pay all tribute to the 
memory of their heroic dead. That tributesshould be paid, not only 
by the present generation, but by Canadians throughout the cen- 
turies to come. In the Great War Canada found a national con- 
scienceness it had not previously possessed. This Dominion is big- 
ger and -better*because of the'trials through which its people passed 
and the sacrifices its soldiers made. In year to come the period of 
the Great War will be recognized as the turning point*in Canadian 
history, and the deeds of valor of Canada’s soldiers as the light 
which spread’a new illumination over the pages of our history and 
inspired a new énthusiasm and gave birth to a truly national spirit 
in Canada. 

Generations yet unborn will recognize these truths to a_far 
greater degree than we do today. Standing at the tomb of Can- 
ada’s “Unknown Soldier” in Canada’s capital city, future Canadians 
will pay homage to the sturdy sons of the Dominion who in the 
years of the Great War proved themselves worthy of their country 
and their race. 

Everything that can be done to keep alive arid intensify the 

ride of Canadians in their country and in the achievements of their 
iets citizens should be done in the interests of (anada. Every- 


thing that can be done to show lasting honor to Candda’s heroic sol- 
diers will, even so, be smal! in comparison to what those soldiers did 
for Canada and the honor they brought to this country. 

Canada should follow in the footsteps of Great Britain, France, 
Italy and the United States by preparing a magnificent national 
Memorial to her soldiers in the tomb of an 
Soldier” at Ottawa.

Regarding Mr. Francis Birtles’ pro- 
posed trip of aerial exploration of 
Central Australia, by which he ex- 
pects to gain more information in five 
weeks than the best equipped ground 
explorer could obtain in a year, Mr. 
Leo Walmsley, M.C., F.R.G.S., says:— 

Is Mr. Birtles. too optimistic? I 
think not. For making a rough map 
of a new country, for tracing the 
course of mountain ranges, rivers, the 
boundaries of desert, forest and bush, 
for noting the whereabouts of water 
and grazing grounds, aircraft manned 
by skilled observers are unequalled. 

The average ground exploration ex- 
pedition is a complicated affair. There 
ure few countries where it is possible 
to employ mechanical transport for 
the carrying of food, camp equipment, 
scientific apparatus. _ This entails the 
hiring of porters, and consequently 
the carrying of more weight, for por- 
ters must be fed. This also applies 
to animals if these are used. Por- 
ters and animals are subject to dis- 
ease, which may mean months of de- 
lay. 

By the very nature of their task, 
ground explorers must tackle great 
physical obstacles. Mountains must 
be climbed, rivers bridged, swamps 
negotiated, forests hewn through. 

A swamp a mile in breadth may de- 
lay a party for & month, the while its 
members are exposed to malaria. An 
xeroplane will cross this in'a minute, 
and, more important still, its occu- 
pants will have a perfect view of the 
whole swamp, and be able to sketch 
its boundaries straight into the blank 
of their map. 

In very flat, bush-clad country, for 
weeks on end the ground explorer may 
never see more than a few yard? 
ahead. Thus he may die of thirst 
while he has passed within rifle shot 
of hidden springs and streams. 

The airman’s view, however, is usu- 
ally limited only by the curving of the 
earth, and the area of ground that he 
is able to survey in a few hours’ flight 
is therefore enormous. 

What geographical information can 
the airman-explorer obtain? 

In addition to that mentioned above 
« trained observer can, by noting cer- 
fain associations of vegetation, dis- 
tinguish the presence of water. In 
forests he can identify trees of com- 
mercial importance. 

A good geologist should be able 
broadly to identify formations and the 
presence of mineral bearing strata. 
Good agricultural districts should be 
easily distinguished from the air. 
Game paths, native habitations are 
clearly seen; so are sunken sand 
banks and reefs in seas, rivers and 
lakes. 

As proof of the value of the aero- 
plane inf this connection: During the 
late campaign in East Africa, General 
Northey had planned a long march 
into Portuguese territory. The only 
map available was quite unreliable. 
fut in three flights we were able to 
supply a survey of his projected route, 
und of two alternative _routes, with 
detailed information regarding the 
density of the vegetation, depth and 
width of rivers with the best fords, 
whereabouts of water-holes and _ vil- 
lages, extent of native crops, and the 
disposition and strength of the en- 
emy’s forces.

Protection For Farmers 
Parchasing Seed 
Steps Taken to Insure Proper Stan- 
dards of Purity and Quality 

Good seed is a necessity for good 
crops and, therefore, all steps taken 
towards the securing of such seed are 
of primary importance and of untold 
value to the ‘farmers. To insure 
proper. standards of purity and quality, 
the Seed Control Act was passed and 
entrusted to the Seed Branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
to enforce. The work entailed is of 
no mean proportions, as will be un: 
derstood when it is stated that, in 
1920, the department inspectors visit- 
ed 7,725 dealers throughout the nine 
provinces of the country and discov- 
ered 783 violations of the act. It is 
a tribute to the general honesty of 
seed dealers that, of the 783 viola- 
tions discovered, 747 were found to 
have been the result of accident or 
not from any negligence or intent. 
Thirty-six prosecutions were institut- 
ed, however, all of which proved war- 
ranted. Whenever suspected viola- 
tions of the regulations under the act 
are found, the inspector secures a 
sample and forwards it to the nearest 
Dominion seed laboratory with a re- 
port covering the case. The sample 
having analyzed, a certificate of an- 
alysis is sent to the party concerned 
and, if the suspicion is confirmed, an 
explanation is demanded. 

Another duty undertaken is the in- 
spection of the seed grain at the in- 
terior terminal elevators. This in- 
spection is made on the request of 
shippers, and, in 1920, certificates of 
purity were issued for 702,712 bus- 
hels of seed wheat, 1,105,945 bushels 
of seed oats and 16,353 bushels of seed 
barley. Other seeds were inspected, 
including 516,360 pounds of Timothy 
and 48,000 bushels of Canadian grown 
No. 1 fibre flax seed principally for 
export to Ireland. Regarding the 
latter favorable comment was receiv- 
ed from the Irish Department of Ag- 
riculture.

Livestock Improvement Measures 


A Widespread Movement to Introduce 
~ Better Types on the Farm 

More ati@ more the movement call- 
ing for the elimination of the scrub 
sire in the beef and dairy breeds is 
being emphasized and reaching ful- 
filment. In addition to the educa- 
tional campaigns being carried on in 
Ontario, Saskatchewan and elsewhere 
by the provincial authorities the pol- 
icy of the Dominion Department in 
distributing pure-bred bulls in newly 
settled districts is deing much to im- 
prove the quality of the breeding 
stock. The policy was adopted in 
19138, and, up to November 1, of last 
year, no fewer than 2,963 bulls had 
been introduced in this way by the 
Dominion Livestock Branch. At the 
date mentioned, the branch had in the 
hands of different asosciations in 
sparsely and newly settled districts 
1,309 bulls, of which number 795 were 
Shorthorns;. 217 Ayrshires, 90 Hol- 
Steins, 74 Hereford, 38 Aberdeen An- 
gus, 25 French-Canadian, 17 Jersey, 
9 Guernsey, 2 Red Polled and 1 Gal- 
loway. Alberta is credited in the 
one year with 318 of these bulls, Sas- 
katchewan, with 295, Manitoba with 
137, British Columbia with 74, Quebec 
with 286, Ontario with 98, Nova Scotia 
with 36, New Brunswick with 35, and 
Prince Edward Island with 10. At 
first the bulls were secured by the 
branch direct from the breeders, but 
when good opportunity offers, such as 
a provincial sale, purchases are now 
made in the open market. For in- 
stance, at the seven auction sales in 
the prairie provinces held last year, 
225 superior animals were purchased 
for distribution in this way.
